Even 
carefu) examination of the chest mav 
reveal no abnormal physical signs 
It is only when the X-ray is em- 
ployed and one of the skin tests is 
given that the case can be positively 
recognized as tubeiculosis 


By far the larger number of chil- 


dren who contract tuberculosis do so 
bv contact with persons suffering 
from lung trouble

parents have denied this, and ap- 
parently in good faith 
They have 
insisted that the child has never as- 
sociated With a victim of tuberculosis, 
jet X-ray examination of members of 
the household has shown diseased' 


lungs In other children of the same 
family, or possibly in the 'parents 


Not everyone \\ho is exposed to the 


infection acquires the disease. for7 
tunately. <he>e is a certain protective 
force in the healthv ttod£ that mak'es 
it able to ward off Illness. However, 
a certain type of che^t appears to be 
particular^ suited to, the .develop., 
ment of tuberculosis. The long, naV- 
low. flat chest is associated with 
poor methods of breathing. 


Good breathing g-ives wonderful 
protection because fresh air, bear- 
ing quantities of oxygen, is un- 
friendly to tubercolosis germs 
A 


child living in healthful surround- 
ings, having plentj of sunshine and 
nourishing food. Is likely to be able 
to resist lung infection. 


But the tuberculosis infection of 
children is not confined to the lungs 
A baby under three years of age may 
die from tubercular meningitis, a 
tubercular involvement of the brain 
If infected by m<tk from diseased 
cows, it may develop tuberculosis of 
the bowels. 


Older children ma> appear to have 
excellent health, but yet be easilv 
fatigued 
They ma> have a slight 


evening rise of temperature, but 
aside from this show no sign that 
might cause the parents to suspect 
lung trouble. 


But bear in mind that symptoms 
apparently so trivial must not be 
neglected. If there Is a suspicion of 
lung trouble, the chi'ld should be 
given a thorough phvsical examina- 
tion 
This Js not complete when it 
excludes the throat, as sometimes 
the tonsils may be the place of 
entry for the disease 
Bad teeth, too, 
have been accused of peimitting the 
germs to fmd to entrv to the sys- 
tem.
